TENANT’S APPEAL. 


An we was heard in the case of the 
Public Trustee v. Cohen. It was an action 
brought’ by the plaintiff against the defend- 
ant, Benjamin Cohen, for ejectment for non- 
pment of rent in respect of the premises, 

Raymond terrace, South Circular road, 
Dublin, and the appeal was brought by the 
defendant against an order of Mr. Justice 
O'Shaughnessy on a motion granting the 
plaintiff liberty to enter final judgment for 
possession of the premises. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan (instructed by Messrs. 
Noyk and O'Reilly), who appeared for 
the appellant, said that Mr. ‘Justice 
O'Sheaghnessy found that one year’s rent 
was due, but he could not tell the amount 
due, and referred it to the Master to ascertain 
the sum due to the plaintiff for arrears. The 
grounds of the appeal were that the writ 
of summons was not specially endorsed ; that 
the affidavit grounding the final judgment 
motion did not verify the case of action; that 
the action involved an account, and accord. 
ingly was not a subject for an order under 
the rule under which it was made; and that 
on the affidavit grounding the motion there 
was not a year's rent due. 

The Court allowed the appeal, reversed so 
much of the order as gave judgment for 
possession, and discharged the order for 
account. They allowed the appellant the 
costs of the appeal, and made the costs of 
the motiog below costs in the action. 

Mr. Murphy (instructed by Messrs. H. and 
W. Stanley), who appeared for the respon- 
dent, applied for, and was granted, an ex- 
tension of time for delivering an amended 
statement of claim for ten days.

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£2.000 DAMAGES AWARDED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

The hearing was resumed and concluded 
of the action in which William Smith, an 
ex-lieutenant of the Irish Free State Army, 
residing at 79 Mespil road, Dublin, sought 
to recover damages, laid at £5,000, from the 
défendant, James Conway, a major in the 
Free State Army, stationed at Beresford 
Rarracks, Curragh Camp, for personal in- 
juries. The plaintiff's case was that he was 
riding a motor bicycle on the Meath road, 
Bray, Co. Wicklow, when the defendant or 
his servant so negligently and carelessly drove 
a motor car that it collided with, and 
violently threw, the plaintiff and his machine 
to the ground, with the tesult that serious 
damage followed to himself and the cycle.

The defendant denied that he had been 
guilty of any negligence, and pleaded con- 
tributory Fea “ms on the part of the plain- 
tiff, who, he alleged, had another man seated 
behind him; and had not proper control of 
the machine. í

AUCTIONEER’S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE NNA. : 

The hearing was resumed of the action in 
which Messrs.’ Mackie, Burns and Co., 
auctioneers and salesmen, Prussia street, 
sought to recover from Charles Orpen, of 11 
Granby row, Dublin, £175 alleged to be pay- 
able by the defendants to the plaintiffs as 
commission in respect of the sale of premises 
in Granby row and Upper Dorset street to 
Messrs. Kennedy, carriers, Belfast. Plaintiffs 
claimed alternatively that an account be taken 
of the amount realised by the sale of the 
premises and of the amount of commission 
due to the plaintiffs. 

The defence was that the defendants did 
not agree that the plaintiffs should endeavour 
to find a purchaser lee the premises 1 Granby 
row and certain houses in Upper Dorset 
street, or that the plaintiffs should be paid a 
commission of 5 per cent. on the amount 
realised, or at any rate, as alleged. They 
also denied that plaintiffs were concerned 
with the sale of the premises. It was further 
contended by the defendants that the pre- 
mises were sold for £2,400 and not for 
£3,500, as alleged, and that the sale was 
effected pursuant to negotiations conducted by 


the defendant, Charles Orpen, in February, 
1919. 
Counsel for the plaintiffis—Mr. Phelps, 


K.C., and Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and Figgis). For the defendants— 
Mr. Carson, K.C., and Mr. Hamilton (in- 
structed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons). 

The jury found in favour of the defendgnts, 
and judgment was entered accordingly. 


A DEBT OF £150. 


In the case of Switzer v. Casey, Mr. Mathe- 
son (instructed by Messrs. Fry and §on) 
applied on behalf of the plaintiffs, Messrs. 
Switzer and Co., Grafton street, Dublin, for 
an instalment order against the defendant, 
Miss C. Casey, who resides with her mother 
at The Plantation, Donnybrook, Co. Dublin, 
in respect of a debt amounting to £150 for 
goods sold to the defendant. 

It appeared, from the evidence of the 
defendant, that on the death of her father 
about six vears ago, Miss Casey was left 
about £3,000, of which £2,£00 was paid to 
her, and she had an account in the Bank of 
Ireland. She had shares in Guinness’s, the 
Imperial Tobacco Co., and in Vickers’. She 
sold all these shares to pay other creditors’ 
bills and to defray medical expenses. She 
had taken up nursing as a career, but after 
six months’ training she was unable to con- 
tinue the work. 

Mr. M. Bb. Daly (instructed by. Messrs. 
Jovce and Joyce), who appeared \for the 
defendant, said that Miss Casey was| at pre- 
sent unable to pay the debt. The case had 
been adjourned several times owing to. the 
illness of the defendant. . 

The defendant, in reply to Mr. Justice 
Hanna, said that she had been in the habit 
of going to amusements, and she had also 
attended race meetings. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, adjourning the case 
generally to enahle inquiries to be made re- 
garding the investments, expressed his 
opinion on the practice of commercial firms’ 
giving credit to this extent without security, 
and said that he thought trades-people were 
very much to blame for allowing bills to this 
amount to run up.

CONTRACT PLUMBER'S VISIT 
TO STORE DEALER. 


Patrick Reynolds pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of having, between the Ist and 12th 
May, 1924, stolen a quantity of new lead, old 
lead, solder and a solder pot. the property 
of Mr. Alfred Fleming, plumbing contractor. 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) defended. 

Mr. Fleming gave evidence of employing 
the accused on a contract joh which he was 
carrying out for a Mr. McCormack, at Glena- 

ary. He visited the place from time to 
ime and found that new piping, which had 
been specified, had not been used, and that 
old lead had been substituted and cleaned 
up to laok like new piping. 

Cross-examined—The accused was a good 
workman and was employed by him over 
some years. ‘‘Smudging’’ was done on all 
joints of piping. whether the pipe was old or 
new. It was true that the prisoner sug- 
gested that the work should be tested by an 
independent person. That was after he had 
been arrested. 

James Morrison, who assisted the accused 
on the work at Glenageary, deposed to seeing 
the accused take away pieces of old lead in 
his pocket. He also saw him take away five 
or six pieces of new lead piping, on his 
bicvele, wrapped in sacking. The accused 
said that he was short of some pieces which 
he wanted for ‘Stein. the Jewman.”” The 
witness then spoke to Mr. Fleming, who made 
a visit and made measurements. When the 
work was finished the accused came back and 
took away a soldering pot and a big bag 
which was in the wash-house. 

Cross-examined—Witness was not aware 
that the accused was working on another job 
at the time. The witness was new to the 
work, and had been sent there by the Ministry 
of Pensions to learn the work. It was not 
true that he and the accused did not get on 
very well while on the job. 

Samuel Stein, general store dealer, Patrick 
street, gave evidence of knowing the accused 
for about six months or more. He had a 
deal with the accused on the 2nd May, when 
he came to the store.

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LARGE CONTRACTS FOR 
HARBOUR WORKS. 


EE 
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British firms have recently secured  con- 
tracts for extensive and important harbour 
constructional. work at Funchal, Madeira. 
Tenders were invited for the work, and the 
successful firms are Messrs. MacDonald and 
MacCorquodale, consulting engineers, of Vic- 
toria street, London, who prepared the plans. 
and Messrs. Muirhead, Wilson and Co., of 
Parliament street, London, who are the con- 
tractors. The cost of the work which is to be 
undertaken ts estimated at between £1,500,000 
and £2,000,000. 

All the plant and equipment, as well as 
enormous quantities of cement to be used. in 
building the harbour, will be produced in 
Great Britain. A ereat deal oí dredging 
will have to be dene in a sea bottom which 
consists very largely of volcanic rock. It is 
proposed to build on such a scale that the 
harbour will have accomraodation. for ‘he 
biggest ships, and the depth of water at the 
quayside at low tide will be 25 feet. 

A start ‘will be made with the work of 
building the harbonr within two months, ant | 
it is expected that it will take five years to 
complete. A feature of it will bea large cou 
crete breakwater to protect the bay from ‘tite 
heavy Atlantic seas. ;

Referring to those items of the estimate 
which cover Post Office buildings, Professor 
O'Sullivan said that the idea in connection 
with reconstruction of Dublin G.P.O. was to 
have an arcade between Henry street and 
Princes street.

PLEA FOR EXPERIMENTS 
ON ROADS. 


EFFICIENCY WITH BEAUTY. 
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Lieut.-Col. Ashley, Minister of. Transport, 
in a speech yeviewing the yoad problem, 
said that the rear before last, when he was 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, it 
occurred to him that the new roads which 
had been, and were being, constructed, chiefly 
in the vicinity of the metropolis,. were ex- 
tremely ugly. A great, wide stretch, covered 
with road surface and footpaths, and bounded 
by concrete pillars bound together by iron 
wires;, was not a very graceiul or gratefn! 
addition to the landscape. He concluded that 
if suitable selected trees could -be planted 
alongside some of these roads they would in 
a few years change thé bareness of théir ap- 
pearance. He had an estimate of £10,000 or 
£12,000 of capital expenditure for planting 
roads, A Vinten! officer of Ins “Department, 
however, found that he had no power to do 
anything .of the sort, nor to apply any .part 
ot the Road Find to this excellent purpose. 
He could not beautify a road in any way. 
In considering a bill to remedy this defect in 
the law, it occurred to him that other pro- 
visions might be added. They spent 42 mil- 
lions every year in keeping up their roads, buat 
neither the Ministry of Transport nor any 
local authority had power to spend méney ‘in 
experiments to see what particular form of 
roud was best and what road syrface ought 
to be used. Yet an expenditure of 10, 90 
or 40 thousand pounds in this way. might save 
two ‘of. three: milljons every year. Therefore, 
he added a provision on that subject to the 
Road.

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THE SOLUTION OF THE

Statistics of the great progress which is 
now being’ made in house-building throughout 
Great Britain were given by the Minister 
of Health (Mr. Nevilie Chamberlain) at Bir- 
mingham. 

Hotsing, Mr.. Chamberlain declared, was 
making really remarkable progress in the 
country, On April 1 of last vear there had 
been completed undef the 1925 Act only 
8,140 houses, but on April 1 of this year the 
number was 72,907. Over 64,000 “houses were 
built in a year under the Act, and with the 
assistance of. the Act, and if they added 
honses built without that assistance the raie 
was something like 130;000 ic 160,000 houses 
a year. Let them take. more recent figures. 
During the. first three mouths of 1924: 4,600 
were completed; bot during the same three 
months of this year the number was 20,800. 
One might feel that, while that was satisfac- 
tory progress, yet the houses under construc- 
tion might be fewer. That was not so. In 
addition, on -April 1 last year there were 
ó houses under construction, aud this

Chamberlain calied attention to the fact that 
£11,000.000-had been loaned by focal authori- 
ties io people to buy their own houses.

Giving evidence at the Gaeltacht Com- 


Free State Taxes. a Nil ten ‘atin ch asé lain aili aaiú 


Some important amendments to the 
Free State Budget were discussed in Dail 
Eireann yesterday. Most of them were 
defeated, but they gave a useful oppor- 
tunity for criticism. Income tax, cf 
course, occupied pride of place. There 
will be much sympathy with the sug- 
gestion of , Deputy O'Connell that Mr. 
Blythe should fellow Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s example by increasing the 
exemption limit on earned incomes in the 
Free State. Hitherto, in Britain and the 
Free State alike, taxpayers have bean 
granted an exemption of one-tenth in 
respect of earned incomes. In other words, 
a man with an earned income of £300 has 
been taxed only on £270. Now the British 
Chancellor has increased that relief to 
one-sixth, and a considerable benefit 
has accrued to the “small” taxpayer. 
Deputy O'Connell urged Mr. Blythe to 
make this concession in the Free State, 
but the Minister was adamant. He ex- 
pressed his lively sympathy with the prin- 
ciple of the amendment, but declared that 
its acceptance would cost the State £100,000 
this year and at least £250,000 in a full 
year. He rejected a further amend- 
ment concerning the allowances for 
children for a like reason, promising, 


however, in both cases that next year, 


or at some future date, he might be pre- 
pared to give the matter more careful con- 
sideration. The poor, therefore, have been 
sent empty away. No class of the com- 
munity has a harder lot than those tax- 
payers who have incomes too small to make 
them comfortable, yet just too large to 
enable them to escape income tax. The 
middle-classes are between the upper and 
the nether millstones. : 

The Minister was almost equally firm 
in regard to the new import duties. 
Criticism was directed mainly against the 
fifteen per cent. tax on imported articles 
of apparel, and Mr. Blythe gave the Dail 
some valuable information concerning the 
incidence of this most irritating of imposts. 


He announced that personal attire would | 


be admitted free of duty when it was not 
brought to the Free State in excessive 
quantities. This assurance will relieve 
the minds of prospective visitors to the 
Saorstat; yet we think that something 
more definite is necessary. Major Cooper 
related the case of a British member ol 
Parliament who arrived some days ago at 
Rosslare, with three dress shirts which 
haa been in use for two years. They had 
been “done up ” at a laundry, and the 
Free State Customs officer insisted that the 
visitor should pay duty on them. Mr. 
John Good told of a lady who had brought 
some of her husband's belongings in her 
dressing case; and she, too, was mulcted 
in an ad valorem tax. Stupidity of this 
kind ought not to be tolerated. If Customs 
oficers are to be allowed to use their 
“ discretion’’ on questions of what are, 
and what are not, taxahle goods, the 
Government ought to make sure that they 
possess that admirable quality. We are 
glad that Mr. Blythe has consented, “‘ if 
the public demands it,” to issue a schedule 


of articles that constitute wearing | apparel 
within. the meaning of the tariff.

The recon- 


struction of Europe is largely in American 


hands, since the United States have 
become the world’s Banker; but a renewed 


rivalry of armaments does not tend to 


loosen the purse-strings of American finan- 


ciers. It is not pure altruism that causes 
America to seek to lead the world towards 
peace. It is true that the jealousies and 


rivalries of the nations of our crowded 


Continent seem remote and half absurd to 


Americans, in whose streets Frenchmen 


and Germans, Italians and Poles mingle 
as equal citizens and friends; but 
America’s zeal to spread the Paz 


Americana to the Old World rises from 


the knowledge that war cannot break out 
without injury to American interests and 


the possible entanglement of America 


herself in the conflict. Isolation of peoples 
is a thing of the past. Even a tribal war 
in Africa, excited by the illicit arms 


traffic, may prove to be the spark which 


will involve the world’s peace in a fresh 


conflagration.

Roads and Tourists. 


If we are to believe the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club—which ought to be an 
authority on the subject—pessimism about 


the Free State roads has been overdone. 


At the club’s annual meeting yesterday 
several speakers bore testimony to a 
marked improvement in the roads during 
recent months, and all gave the Free State 


Government full credit for its share of 


the work. It has advanced a total sum 
of nearly £1,700,000 for the making and 
repair of roads. Although under the 
present . system, from which central 
authority, an organised plan and a con- 
trolling brain are absent, some of this 
money has been spent to little purpose, 
the net result appears to be an all-round 
betterment. The trunk roads have received 


special attention, and Mr. C. TH. 


O'Connor said yesterday that to-day only 


thirty miles of the main road between 


Dublin and Cork are really bad. The 
Irish public and prospective tourists— 
especially Americans, who never walk 
when they can arive—will welcome these 


assurances, which must not be permitted, 
however, to infect the task of reform with 


any spirit of slackness. It remains true 


that the Free State roads, as a whole, are 


among the worst in Western Europe; and 


this condition of things is a serious obstacle 
to the national progress. We are glad 


that the Royal Irish Automobile Club, 
which has done much for the country’s 
development in many directions. continues 


to take no selfish view of its function in 
the State. Yesterday’s meeting showed 
that it is doing its best to encourage the 


revival of the, tourist traffic in three im- 
portant ways. It is using its influence 


with the Government and the County 
Councils to promote the improvement of 
roads; it is the friend and adviser of 
visitors in all matters connected with the 


transit of motor cars, and it is striving to 


raise the standard of our Irish hotels. In 
this last respect the Club has powers of 
censorship which can be employed as a 
very effective lever of reform. Any failuve 
of decent accommodation, or any campaign 
of “ profiteering '’ by hotel-keepers, in the 
coming season might give a sad set-back 
to the Irish tourist industry. 


Drink Restrictions. 


The report of the Free State Prisons 
Board for 1923-24, which was published 
yesterday, discloses. a satisfactory decrease 
in the number of committals for drunken- 
ness. The committals to Mountjoy Prison 
in 1913 were 1,081 males and 695 females, 
but in 1923 the numbers had fallen to 112 
males and 348 females. In Galway only 
six persons were committed in 1924, as 
compared with 263 in 1913. The Prisons 
Board thinks that the decline in such 
committals since the Great War has been 
due largely to the high cost of drink and 
to the reduction in its alcoholic strength. 
Dr. Shadwell, in hjs evidence before the 
Free State Liquor Commission on Tues- 
day, attributed some part of the decline 
of consumption in Great Britain to the 
same causes. Great Britain, however, has 
no poteen problem—the direct outcome 
here of the increased price of drink—and 
no official statistics can measure the vast 
amount of material and moral harm which 
the poteen traffic is inflicting on Ireland. 
While the general consumption of drink 
in Great Britain has decreased by fifty 
per cent, since the war, the number of 
committals to prison fer drunkenness is 
increasing. In 1918 the numbers were 671 
men and 999 women; in 1922 they weré 
6,951 men and 4,059 women, and in 1923 
they were 7,343 men and 4,082 women. 
These figures were given on Tuesday by 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, at the annual meeting of the 
Church of England Temperance Society. 
He connected them with the gradual ex- 
tension of drinking hours since the war, 
and said that, if committals were found 
to increase with the weakening of restric- 
tions, ‘‘ they would be forced to the con- 
clusion that there was some connection 
between the facilities for drink and the 
consequences of drink.’’

| PLACES AND PERSONS. 


A NEW BOOK BY “ MARGOT 


ASQUITH.” 


The Countess of Oxford and Asquith has 
written a third book of reminiscences. It 
describes journeys in Egypt in 1891, in 
America in 1922, in Spain in 1923, and in 
Italy in 1924, concluding with “ Reflections 
Upon Life as I See It, 1925." It contains 
fourteen portraits of eminent persons men- 
tioned in the lively chapters. Though a con- 
siderable part of the work consists of varia- 
tions on the first personal pronoun, and 
although exception, on the ground of taste, 
could be taken to many of its flourishes, it is 
a book that interests even when it displeases. 
Lady Oxford can be witty, she can be in- 
structive, she can .be contemptuous, she can 
be ungrammati but she cannot be dull. 

The most interesting portion of the book is 
that dealing with Mrs. Asquith’s American 
tour of 1922. She writes :— 

One of the noticeahlezdifferences between fashion 
in England and America is that what might appear 


-to the wninifiated as an almost ‘exaggerated dis- 


lay of hospitality, is as chic here as it might be 
thought overdene in London. American hostesses are 
also very particular as to precedence; who sits next 
to whom; or goes in first. second or third. I must 
confess to being remiss in these ways, and when 
an American lady at one of there dinners asked 
me if I minded my daughter. Elizabeth Ribesco. 
going in or ont—I forget which it was—in front of 
me, I imagined she was joking I disconcerfed a 
reporter when he asked me if I knew all of the 
British aristocracy, by saying that, alas! I did 
not. but that mv maid did. : 

Mrs. Asguith lectured in America, and 
found it rather exhausting to address large 
crowds, Íor an hour and a guarter, without 
being clapped once. It was exnlained that 
the entranced listeners restrained themselves 
from applause lest they should miss one fall. 
ing pearl. This is the sort of thing that de- 
lighted the Americans :— 

T went on to tell of a Indy who was letting her 
house, and. after instructing the auctioneer as to 
the value of her chairs, furniture and china, had 
le't him in the ciningroom, where the sideboard had 
several bottles of wine and whiskey on it. She 
waited for a long time, hoping he would return 
to show her the inventory. but as he did not 
appear she went into the diningroom, where she 
found him drunk upon the floor. She looked at the 
paper he held in his hand and read: “ To one 
revolving carpet.” : i 

After telling tales of this sort, Mrs. Asquith 
told her audience that she had to catch a 
midnight train, whereupon they stormed the 
platform to wring her hand and cry: ' We 
think you are wonderful!’’ ‘‘ Why can't you 
stay with us?” “ You're perfectly lovely,’ 
and the like. ; 

American journalism displeased Mrs. 
Asquith. “In America,” she says, ‘journalism 
. « . is not only an obsession, but a drawback 
that cannot be over-rated." The headlines 


announcing bratal and beastly crimes excite: 


and demoralise the American public. ‘‘ There 
is no lack of truth . . . . but there is a com- 
plete lack of freedom.” Every interview was 
a series of trivial questions about things re- 
garding which an Englishman would not care 


a farthing. Thus: 


One night, after T was in bed, having had a 
long talk with an intellectual reporter upon the 
dearth of painting and lilerature in his country, 
he rang me up to say his paper was annoyed that 
he had not brought back an accurate description 
of my hat and dress. 


discussion upon Lincoln, Edgar Allan — Por, 
The Marble Fann, William Jomes’s fine style, or 
anything else of interest, would be printed in the 
morning paper, but that the description of my 
dress—silver gold and embroidered with peacocks 
eves—would give great pleasure, and what a female 
reporter told him I had said to her of Princess 
Mary’s marriage being one of love, would be en- 
larged into a leading article.

Mrs. Asquith seems to have felt out of place 
in Spain, and her chapters on her visit to 
Seville, Madrid and Granada are chiefly in- 
teresting since they reveal a similarity 
between Granada and Dublin. ‘‘ The streets 
have holes as big as tombs, and even when 
the cobbled surface looks smooth, you are 
tossed into the air as if you were a top in 
the game of diabolo.” _ 

Last year Mrs. Asquith went to Italy, 
and her chapters on Rome remind the reader 
of Mark Pain. His innocents abroad, 
when shown a mummy that was thousands 
of vears old, asked that it should be taken away 
ani a good fresh corpse produced; and Mrs. 
Asquith, one suspects, would have agreed 
with them. ‘‘ One of the more intellectual 
habitués of high Roman Society ” was Mrs. 
Asquith’s guide, and he requested her to 
write in a book any saying or proverb she 
herself had originated. Mrs. Asquith gave 
him the choice of these apothegms, fresh from 
the mint :— acy ae 
“1—“To stick to an opinion is the privilege 

of fools.” Oe Sé 
2—‘*To pursue war after conquest is fo invile 
contempt.” 

3.—* He must be a great saint who goes into 

the world unarmed.” i 

4— “There are many signs of the Cross could 

we but see them.” 

Mrs. Asquith secured an interview with 
Signor Mussolini, and was “' surprised to find 
him so un-self-conscious, easy and humorous, 
and, above all, so courteous.” _ 

Great men are often lacking in this, and, if 
not very great, cultivate rudeness, hoping to im- 
pose upon small fry and give an impression that 
bad manners and genius go hand in hand and 
must ultimately make them a Napoleon. Poor 
Napoleon ! e has been responsible for the 
failure of many of the most promising young men 
of my time. . 

Mrs. Asquith’s account of her conversation 
with the Italian Dictator does not mention 
many of the things that he said to her; but 


it makes clear that she gave him excellent 


advice as to the wrongness of force in 
politics; after which — 

He told me he loved animals and children and 
hated Society. We discussed the manners and 
gallaniry of the various nations. 

Then Signor Mussolini looked at the docr, 
and Mrs. Asquith realised that the conversa- 
tion had lasted nearly an hour, By reading 
the book, Signor Mussolini will he able to 
complete the unfinished conversation. 

In her closing chapters, Lady Oxford tells 
anecdotes of Gladstone, Wordsworth and 


Archbishop Magee. Of the last, we come on: 


this story :— 

He was ordered to Bournemouth for change and 
rest, and after a week was presented with bis 
hotel bill which he thought excessive. ; 

After paying the head waiter, the proprietor 
approached him with a circulating smile, and 
said: 

“It is our custom, your Grace, to ask all 
visitors of distinction ‘to wrile something in the 
visitors’ book. May we hope yoo will confer a 
similar honour upon us?” 

At which Magee sat down and wrote: “I came 
down here fer rest and change; the waiters got 
the change and the proprietor the rest.” 

We may close this notice of a sparkling 


volume with a few random extracts :— 

It is a perpetuel ‘problem how to be in the 
world and not of if. 

I am enuncisting a platitude when I say the 
Americans are the finest dancers in the world. 

Men at the head of affairs, if they wish to 
achieve anything, must be independent of public 
opinion. 

I love political contests almost as much as 
Americans love platitudes, the Scots love sermons, 
and the French love foreec. 

I often envy the man who, when asked by a 
friend how he left his wife. replied: ' Very easily.” 

Families may quarrel like cats, but if any of 
your relations turn up in any quarter of the 
globe, you feel a sort of happiness difficult to 
account for. 

Unless we are good writers or great thinkers, 
we shall in all probability talk too much.

Mr. Gorey said that he wanted to know 
from the Minister how much money s worth 
of su:ts of clothes a person could carry with 
uim into the country. | 

Mr. Davin thought that the wording of 
the resolution and of the amendment left too 
wide a discretion to the Customs officer. He 
knew of a case where a Customs officer was 
not satisfied that a coffin contained a corpse. 
He noticed at Kingstown since the duty was 
imposed a large number of people coming in 
wearing suits, fur coats and boots. 

Mr. Blythe said that they thought it was 
not necessary to make specific provision to 
enable revenue officers to examine goods. It 
was already recognised that a person might 
bring in a certain amount of tobacco and 
spirits duty free, and the same would apply 
to clothing. The Customs officers had in- 
structions that articles of personal clothin 
should be admitted free, provided the amoun 
was not excessive in number. There might 
be attempts at systematic evasion. For in- 
stance, a lady. might travel regularly to Holy- 
head and return each®time with an expensive 
fur coat. That sort of evasion would be 
stopped. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the Customs 
officers at Kingstown carried out thei duties 
in a considerate manner, but he mentioned 
a case at Rosslare, where a British M.P. 
brought three dress shirts with him. They 
were two years old, but had just come from 
the laundry, and the Customs officers made 
him pay tax.” Such a thing as that caused 
much annoyance. 

Major Myles said that if a working arrange- 
ment could be come to between the Customs 
of Northern Ireland and the Free State which 
would save the triple examination of pas- 
sengers’ luggege coming from England landing 
at Kingstown and going to Northern Ireland, 
it would be a very great relief to travellers. 

The amendment was then withdrawn. . 

THE TAX ON HATS. 

Major Cooper proposed an amendment deal- 
ing with the tax on hats and their 
component parts,-the object of which, | he 
said, was to et some information. 
Se far as men’s hats were concerned, there 
were three factories in the Free State em- 
ploying 20. persons, but for women’s and 
children’s hats there was no factory in the 
Saorstat. The men’s hat industry might be 
extended by 80 per cent. or 100 per cent., 
but that was not a sufficient justification for 
a rise in the cost of living. If that were so, 
why not confine the duty to men’s hats and 
allow the hats that they did not make and 
women’s and children’s hats in free. He 
asked the Minister to consider whether he 
could dtop the tax in respect of these parti- 
cular items. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that he did not think that Deputy 
Cooper believed that the duty on men’s felt 
hats would cause a rise of even decimal five 
of a penny in the cost of living. “ Things to 
eover the head are included,” added the 
Minister, “and caps are worn by the majo- 
rity of the ‘people, and if the tax fosters hat- 
making 1m tee country then it will have done 
something and, there are already firms cap- 
able of supplying some of the headgear.” 
Continuing, he said that a foreign firm had 
entered into negétiations to establish a hat 
factory in Dublin, . 

WOMEN'S HATS. 

With regard to women's hats, mass pro- 
duction articles was out of question and 
they already had many designers. If a lady 
saw others in the street wearing the same 
style of hat as she had she would immeadiatel 
go home and burn it. (Laughter.) Sue 
articles réquired single production and he did 
not see why there should not be an ex- 
tension of this. industry. 

Major Cooper—But the raw materials are 
not to be got in the country and they are 
taxed. 

The Minister said that the material was not. 
likely to be taxed out of existence. Certain 
things would be taxed, but they could, he 
was. informed, get materials in the Free 
State Íor the manutacture of ladies’ hats 
just as good as the imported material.

“THE SIGNAL” AT THE 
STRAND THEATRE.

ae LONDON, Wednesday. 
“The Signal” ig a mystery play, and to 
the unsophisticated it will probably prove 
to be good entertainment. The critical play- 
goer, however, will find. this mixture of 
“penny dreadful’? melodrama and con 
dialogue very wearisonie. 
The thrills are the usual stunts employed 
by the mystery merchant. — Lights go out 
suddenly, weird faces appear from nowhere, 
ghastly blood-stained hands creep round cur- 
tains, while the usual sliding panel reveals 
a secret stairway through which the criminal 
is ultamately caught by the famous detective, 
who had as. a particularly stupid 
cuuntry, yokel. | 
The play atso suffered from the disadvantage 
of being under-rehearsed. Miss Hilda Bayley 
struggled hard to make something of the 
character..she. wag portraying, but could 
extract little from its artificialism. Miss 
Oliver Roose, who has a distinct and pleasant 
voice and. a natural manner,' succeeded far 
better. with her part. Mr.. Fewlass Liewellyn 
and Miss Kitty de Legh made a huge joke 
of their parts, and, perhaps, if audiences 
accept the whole play in the same spirit, it 
fay have a measure of success. 


“SUN UP” AT THE VAUDEVILLE. 


“Sun Up, a .new play by Miss Lula 
Vollmes, is from America, and deals with a 
een people living in the mountains of 
Carolina. Few of them can read and their 
principal intlustry is illicit whiskey distilling. 

The story of the play tells of a fearless 
and hard widow, whose vindictive hatred of 
the law was caused by her husband bein 
killed while trying to escape arrest for ‘‘ moon- 
shining.’’ She.cannot understand the desire 
of ber san to to the war, and when he is 
killed in action she again blames “the law.” 
Later she shelters a deserter, and, saving 
him from the Sheriff, finds that he is the son 
of the man who killed her husband. She is 
about to shoot the deserter when she hears 
the voice of her.dead son, and drops her gun. 
Lucilla la Verne made her appearance as 
the widow, at the Vaudeville Theatre, after 
an absence of twenty years, and her acting of 
the part must be acclaimed as one of the 
finest character studies ever seen. It is a 
beautiful, true and convincing study of 
womanhood, and Miss la Verne depicted the 
restrained emotions of the forceful old woman 
with a skill very near genius. Other members 
of this American company were entirely 
admirable, notably Kevett Allen, as the son; 
Sara Haden, as his young bride; William 
Edwards, as a half-witted boy; and Charle 
MacDonald, as the quaint preacher. 
The play deservedly had an enthusiastic 
welcome, be it is one of the finest plays 
America bas sent us for some time.

rofessor .Granyille Bantock, who. adjudi- 
cated. agam referred to the silence of the. 

He did 
not know of any festival in England or 
Ameriea™as a matter of fact—where singers 
would have been allowed to walk off without 
some. recognition ‘of the enjoyment they had 
given. ‘“‘“You don't know. he went .on,

Following the soprano contest there was a 
food attendance at the competition for the 

"Mara Cup. In this the issue was joined 
between three singers, one of whom—Mr, W 
F. Watt—had wan the Cup for the last two 
rears. 

Miss ‘Denne Patker said that there had 
beén three outstanding performances in this 
competition. The three singers in question 
had excelled themselves, and they were so 
admirable that to separate them she was 
foreed—as a singer herself—to get back to 
hard and fast principles. She had three 
tenet@e-tone, diction and intonation. lí they 
had these with intelligence to use them they 
had. all the qualities that made a singer. 
Referring to the singers in. question, she said 
that No. ‘Mr.. John if Woods), in 
“Infelice,'” had made a fine impression by 
the manner in which he had thrown himself 
into the part. His breath contro] was excel- 
lently managed, and, in addition, his diction 
was admirable. He was a worker as well 
as an artist. His second song (‘‘ My Lagan 
Love ') was sung with poetic feeling and 
w restraint most affecting. No. 11 (Mr. 

Gill Wallis) ave a rendering of 
“ Lohengrin's Farewell ’’ which was admirable 
from :the dramatic point of view and swept 
them off their feet, but he was at fault in a 
couple of places 4n his intonation. - She 
admired the manner in which he built up the 
climax towards the end.
